Words of Sestric, Compton. 

“The slum clearance bond 
sue.” said Sestric in a statement 
to the bond campaign committee, | 
“is one of the greatest civic 
projects which -has come before 
St. Louis. Its benefits to the en- 
tire community can very easily be 
seen. Slums do not remain in one 
area. They spread. We must stop 
them where we can. The assur- 
ance that no cone will be put out 
of homes until other suitable 
housing is available makes it pos- 
sible for all of us to vote for the 
bond issue. This is a great oppor- 
tunity to advance St. Louis. We 
must not let it slip.” 

Chancellor Compton said to the 
Post-Dispatch: “I am strongly in 
favor of the ‘bond issue. I can 
sympathize with some of the 
Negroes’ fears about it, which, 
however, I think are misplaced. 
In the long run they will be better 
off with this proposal than with- 
out it. I have no reason to doubt 
the Mayor's firm assurance that 
they are going to be taken care 
of.”

Explaining his business meth- 
ods, Rich told reporters he studies 
bids made by competitors and es- 
timates their margins of profit.

* stay on duty many extra hours with- 
out extra pay? This usually occurs on 

short notice. thus upsetting a family 
_ schedule completely. 

My husband, being located in the 
downtown area, is usually on the job 

‘and quite busy while many of our citi- 
zens sleep. 

Holidays are unknown to the Fire De- 
partment. Christmas, Thanksgiving and 
the others are just another day, which 
calls for their presence on the job for 
the safety of others. 

It isn’t all relaxation and playing 
games as one is led to believe. 

There are few jobs that are more 
hazardous to life or more injurious to 
nerves and general health. 

Pneumonia due to exposure, cardiac 
diseases and peptic ulcers due to the 
tenseness and excitement, frequently oc- 
cur among firemen. Trying to rest at 
night, subconsciously knowing the alarm 
might sound any moment, is not relaxa- 

- tion. 

Does the public also know that every 
time an alarm hits at any specific en- 
gine house, whether it be for the pump- 

‘er, hook and ladder or the Battalion 
Chief, everyone must get up instantly? 

If a city of our size can’t make this 
change in firemen’s hours to a 48-hour 
week without a deficit, then the admin-

The New Course of Empire 

The British' Commonwealth of Nations has 
completed what is undoubtedly its most impor- 
tant peacetime meeting since it was formally 
organized in 1926. At the conference hall in 
Downing Street, the royal trappings of empire 
were gone. Even the symbol of the crown faded 
as several of the commonwealths, led by India, 
indicated an intention to take on the form of re- 
publics. 

Yet for the very reason of this flexibility and 
readiness to adapt to changing conditions, the 
British Commonwealth of Nations emerges in 
new strength. 

The most important development by far was 
the assent of the outlying commonwealths for 
Great Britain to associate herself with the dem- 
ocratic nations on the Continent of Europe in 
formal federation. 

* ~ oe 

Timid and static minds had doubted whether 
the outlying commonwealths would be willing to 
risk a possible weakening of trade ties with 
Britain as a result of a Western European fed- 
eration in which Britain would join. It was 
feared also that the outlying commonwealths 
would be afraid of the military implications for 
them of Britain’s joining a European federation. 


The fears were unfounded. The conference 
ended with a statement of full approval of West- 
ern European Union and Britain’s association in 
European federation. There is, the communique 
stated, “substantial community of outlook among 
all Commonwealth Governments in their ap- 
proach to present world problems.” 

Foliowing this communique, Foreign Secre- 
tary Bevin, who hitherto had been cool toward 
European federation, announced that he would 
join Western European nations in calling the 
consultative European parliament which Spaak, 
Bidault, Sforza and other statesmen have fa- 
vored for months. 

w a + 

These momentous developments, however, are 
not wholly the work of Commonwealth and Con- 
tinental statesmen. Secretary Marshall, Gov. 
Dewey, Senator Vandenberg and Mr. Dulles also 
seem to have played their part. Their roles lay 
in the foreshadowing of a North Atlantic defense 
pact, in which the United States would exchange 
with the Western European nations mutual mili- 
tary guaranties against aggression. 

Without the prospect of such a pact, certainly 
Canada, and probably most of the other com- 
monwealths, would not have been able to recon- 
cile Commonwealth and Empire interests with 
those of a federated Europe. 

To keep the subject out of American politics, 
it has been agreed that negotiation of the North 
Atlantic pact will be delayed until after the elec- 
tion. But it seems clear that the foreign policy 
leaders of both parties favor it. 

Such a treaty, of course, would merely formal- 
ize what exists already in strongest fact. If our 
firm position on Berlin means anything; if the 
universal catchword that “our frontier is on the 
Rhine” signifies anything; if the Truman Doc- 
trine implying aid to nations threatened by ag- 
gression is not a fraud—then we are committed 
already to guaranteeing Western Europe against 
Russian aggression. 

= - . 

The actual negotiation of such a pact affords 
the opportunity to exert pressure for real mili- 
tary and political union in Western Europe. 
Originally, we had such leverage in aid offered 
under the Marshall Plan. But the State Depart- 
ment underplayed its hand. It took promises in- 
stead of exacting performance. 

The London Economist, for example, charged 
Foreign Secretary Bevin with promising to work 
for European federation in return for Marshall 
Plan aid and then forgetting his promise after 
Congress voted the necessary appropriation. 

In the execution of a mutual defense pact, 
this mistake should not be repeated. Gov. 
Dewey's statement that he is in favor of “push- 
ing and, if@ may say so, prodding...all nations 
of western Europe toward the goal of European 
union” is a fair warrant that the mistake will 
not be made again. 

We will have proved ourselves stupid bargain- 
ers indeed if, in exchange for both the Marshall 
Plan billions and mutual defense guaranties, we 
do not exact conditions which will assure that 


in the not-too-distant future Western Europe 


can defend itself. 
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For Voting Machines 


The people of East St. Louis are to be com- 
mended warmly on their chance to approve vot- 
ing machines in a referendum next week. 

There are two arguments in favor of voting 
machines and either one should be enough to 
bring an overwhelming indorsement. 

The first is that voting machines are a safe- 
guard against corruption in elections. When a 
community is equipped with voting machines, 
there are no ballots to be altered or tally sheets 
to be changed. The machine records the vote 
and compiles the precinct result. 

The second is that voting machines are more 
economical. They represent a considerable fi- 
nancial outlay in the beginning, but they pay 
for themselves in savings in the canepet of 
elections. 

East St. Louis can become the a commu- 
nity in the St. Louis area to install these mod- 
ern election safeguards. It is a distinction which 
the citizens of East St. Louis should be quick to 
seize.

The Danger in Forrest Smith 

Regardless of how Missouri votes for Presi- 
dent, independent voters need to be on the alert 
to prevent the election of State Auditor Forrest 
Smith, the Democratic nominee for Governor. 
Mr. Smith’s election would ignore his own many 
disqualifications. It would also overlook the posi- 
tive arguments in. favor of the Republican nom- 
inee, Speaker Murray E. Thompson. 

Mr. Smith began as a patronage politician. He 
is still a patronage politician after a long career 
in public office, including four terms as State 
Auditor. Everyone remembers his notorious 
“Dear Pensioner” letter. Appealing to those on 
the pension rolls to vote for him in 1936, he said: 


You know an unfriendly person could and 
might stop your pension. If I am elected, 
your pension checks will be mailed to you 
promptly as long as I am in office. 


This low attempt to frighten the elderly peo- 
ple of Missouri looks no better after 12 years 
than it did in 1936. The checks which Mr. Smith 
was mailing out were ordered by legislative act. 
He was little more than the mailing clerk. The 
pensioners owed him no debt of gratitude then 
or in any subsequent election. 

The “Dear Pensioner” trick is not the only 
one of its kind in Forrest Smith’s career at Jef- 
ferson City. In 1945, his office got out a press 
release in which he took credit for increasing 
pensions for blind persons $5 a month. At the 
time the increase had not even been passed by 
the Legislature. When the proposed increase 
was, in fact, not voted, the Smith handout was 
left hanging in mid-air. 

The true measure of this professional politi- 
cian came when Missourians stood up and were 
counted for or against the new State Constitu- 
tion. Forrest Smith was against. 

He fought the new Constitution as an idea be- 
fore it was approved. He tried to beat back 
some of the important reforms as they were tak- 
ing shape. He opposed ratification. 

Though he lost these obstructionist battles, he 
attempted, after the Constitution was adopted, to 
get through legislation in violation of its spirit. 
He even mailed out propaganda in envelopes ad- 
dressed from stencils in his office. 

Why such a bitter, all-out fight? Because the 
new Constitution reduced the old overlapping, 
wasteful channels for collecting the varied forms 
of state revenue. Under the new Constitution 
Forrest Smith had fewer jobs to pass out. 

Still another reason for opposing Mr. Smith 
has come up in recent months. This reason is 
the character of some of his support in Kansas 
City. This support, from Charles Binaggio, fol- 
lower of the late John Lazia, racketeer and com- 
mercial gambler, and from Binaggio’s crowd, has 
led the Kansas City Star to describe the risk of 
Smith’s election as “tremendous on its face.” 

There is every reason to believe that citizens 
whom Murray Thompson would appoint to Po- 
lice and Election Boards would give no comfort 
to the Binaggios in Kansas City, St. Louis or 
anywhere else. Speaker Thompson's stanch sup- 
port of the King-Thompson Act, which protects 
the public from safety-imperiling utility strikes, 
is a test of his fiber and character. Against 
the machine rule kind of government which 
Forrest Smith practices, the Murray Thompson 
kind is easily the choice for Missouri.

Twelvemonth of a President 


Most Americans are prepared to understand 
how one of China's legislators felt when he sug- 
gested that President Chiang Kai-shek spare the 
country his presence for a year, and spend it in 
the United States. There are always citizens of 
this country who fee] that the chief of state 
would be acting for the benefit of the Republic 
if he took a year’s sabbatical in China, or along 
the Upper Zambesi. 

For Generalissimo Chiang, an American 
twelvemonth might be indeed beneficial. He 
could find democracy at work if he looked in 
the right places. Even if he looked in the wrong 
places along with the right, he would find more 
democracy working harder’ than almost any- 
where else in the world. Almost everywhere he 
would find the desire to make it work, which is 
more than can be said for the dominant rightist 
wing of his Kuomintang. 

And depending on how things work out on and 
after next Nov. 2, we might even arrange to 
have him come over on an exchange scholarship. 
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What Does the Mayor Propose? 

It is now ohe week until election day and 
Mayor Kaufmann has made no alternative pro- 
posal to the referendum proposition that the 
firemen’s work week shall be reduced from the 
present impossible 84 hours to 48. 

St. Louis has, by a considerable margin, the 
longest work week for firemen of any major 
city in the country. The average for firemen in 
the 20 largest American cities is 65 hours. The 
federal law prescribes a standard 40-hour week 
for private industry. 

Does Mayor Kaufmann intend to continue to 
keep the 84-hour work week for firemen, in con- 
trast with the example of other cities and in 
contrast with accepted thinking on reasonable 
hours of work in private industry? 

There is much talk at City Hall about the 
ease of the firemen’s job. Much is made of the 
fact that some of them run part-time businesses 
on the side. What of it? The 40-hour week is 
standard for civil service employes in Washing- 
ton, and half the taxicabs there must be operated 
by federal employes on their off hours.

Fences, a Missouri “First” 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


The multiflora rose is proving a multiple boon, a St. Louisan 
and pioneer experimenter writes; it grows readily, holds the soil, 
makes a stock-proof fence, gives refuge to game and is lovely in 
bloom; tests show improved crop yields in rows adjacent to it.

A living fence that is an aid to soil con- 
servation and wildlife restoration and that 
is virtually stockproof, is making a place 
for itself on a growing number of Ameri- 
can farms. It.is the multiflora rose, a 
rugged customer that seems adapted to a 
large part of the country. 

So far the multiflora rose fence has made 
its greatest progress in the Midwest, par-* 
ticularly in Missouri. 
But its wide range of 
adaptation is indicat- 
ed by successful 
plantings in the 
Southern § states, in 
the East as far north 
as New Hampshire 
and in the’ North- 
west up to Brgok- 
ings, 8.D. 

Nearly 10 years 
ago the author plant- 
ed the first multi- 
flora rose fence, in 
so far as records re- 
veal, as a contour di- 
vider between two’ 
fields at the Soi] Conservation Station at 
Elsberry, Mo. 

Multiflora rose, properly grown, will turn 
the jumpin’est cow. In fact, men who are 
growing it say it will hold everything ex- 
cept small pigs and poultry. 

The multiflora rose fence doesn’t need 
clipping, pruning, training or supports. It 
thrives under a wide range of soil types 
and conditions, although, like most any 
plant, it is more vigorous on better soils. 
Its hardiness is suggested by the fact that 
it has been used for a number of years by 
commercial nurseries as “understock,” on 
which to bud garden roses. It grows into 
an erect fence, about eight feet high, and 
stops. Crops can be grown right up to it, 


Fine Results in Tlinois 


A report on an intensive research proj- 
ect by the [Illinois -Natural History 
Survey gives an interesting side light on 
the usefultiess of the multiflora rose fences, 
This survey Was designed to find a sub- 
stitute for the Osage orange that would 
have the advantages and as few disad- 
vantages of that old-timer as possible. 
Many trees and shrubs were tested, and the 
report says: “The Asiatic or multiflora rose. 
proved far superior to all others.” 

Then it adds: “An advantage of Asiatic 
rose fence rows ig their value in reducing 
the amount of wind erosion during the 
late fall, winter and éarly spring. During

these seasons strong persistent winds re- 
move fertile goil from many fall-plowed 
Iilinois fields. Damage, even greater than 
the loss of soil, often occurs in the spring 
months when heavy winds serioysly in- 
jure corn and other young crops. Well- 
developed fence rows will not solve these 
problems completely, but will serve as 
windbreaks and tend to reduce damage. 


“Fence rows tend also to minimize the 
effects of our prevailing westerly winds 
during the summer months, cutting down 
loss of moisture from fields and prevent- 
ing resultant reduction in crop yields. Pre- 
liminary checks made in 1947 showed that 
corn yields were as much as 50 per cent 
greater in rows adjacent to rose hedges 
than in rows in the center of the field.” 


For Profit and Sport 


Multiflora rose has become the Great 
White Hope of the men who manage our 
upland game supplies. Game administra- 
tors throughout the country have been 
under terrific pressure by sportsmen’s 
groups to do something tangible toward the 
restoration of good hunting. At the same 
time these technicians know that the aver- 
age farmer will not plant wildlife cover 
just so his city cousin can look at game 
down a gun barrel. Wildlife and conditions 
that foster it, these men know, must be a 
by-product of sound land use.. So when 
the farmer appraises a multiflora fence 
and concludes it will solve a fencing prob- 
lem for him, the wildlife biologist starts 
adding up quail. They can scarcely be- 
lieve their findings on multiflora’s value 
for escape, nesting and travel cover. 


Multiflora fences add to the beauty of a 
farm. Those who first gaze upon a con- 
tour fence in late May or early June are 
apt to draw a short gasp at the spectacle 
of a ribbon of bloom entwining the hill- 
side. The white or dusty pink bloom comes 
all at once in a profuse mass and lasts 


about two weeks. The individual flowers 


are small, the size of a quarter, and single. 
The foliage appears early in the spring and 
persists until heavy freezes of winter. 
There are numerous locations where the 
multiflora rose fence. isn’t practical, just 
as there are numerous others where it is. 
Farmers and soil conservationists are rap- 
idly finding the places where it is most 
useful. The vigorous standby of the floral 
industry has definitely jumped the garden 
wall and bids fair to assume a significant 
role in the pattern of American farms,

Containing the seeds for 
ultimate destruction of the very social re- 
forms it promulgated it was nevertheless an 
exhilarating force which convinced its 
handful of members that they could one 
day rule 150,000,000 people.

Mills said that because the 
United States’ “strategic position 
is unique,” it is necessary to “pur- 
sue with equal vigor the perfection 
of tactics, weapons and devices 


used in both phases of underseas 
warfare.” 

“In event of emergency, we must 
be prepared to launch a submarine 
offensive and, at the same time, 
repel any submarine offensive di- 
rected towards our supply life- 
lines,” he said. 

“Streamlined” Submarines. 
The program calls for construc- 
tion of six submarines comparable 
in size to those of World War II. 
But they will be “streamlined” for 
much faster submerged speeds. 
The Navy also is converting four 


submarines, two for transport 
service, one for cargo-carrying 
and one as a fieet oiler. These are 
in addition to the submarine Cusk 
which has been equipped to carry 
guided missiles. 

To fight the enemy’s modern

CREAM soup expertly made 
A ceiznes a gourmet as well as 

a nutritionist. A poorly made 
one appeals to nobody. The word 
“cream” which classifies these 
soups ought to be a cue to cooks. 
The name suggests they should be 
velvety smooth, have a consisten- 
cy and a richness that resembles 
thick cream. But never should 
they be thick enough to remind 
one of thick gravy or sauce, or a 
soft pudding. 

The vegetable combined with the 
thin white sauce to make the 
cream soup should add a color, 
flavor and fragrance predominant 
enough to be identifiable and very 
pleasing. When cream vegetable 
soups were first developed, vege- 
tables were almost always pureed 
to carry out the creamy idea. In 
recent years with more emphasis 
put on retaining the minerals and 
vitamins as well as cellulose in 
vegetables, there has been an in- 
creased use of the finely chopped 
cooked ones, with all juice left 
from cooking them, in cream 
soups. 

Once a cream soup is made, it 
should be promptly served because 
it thickens and loses smoothness 
on standing.

Article Four 
reads: “Firstly, 
no one shall be 
held in slavery 
or involuntary 
servitude. 

“Secondly, no —— | 
one shall be suh- 
jected to torture Mrs. Roosevelt 
or cruel, inhuman or degrading 
treatment or punishment.” 

Several amendments were put 
before us which more or ‘less 
eliminated themselves for one 
reason or another, and it left us 
voting on an amendment proposed 
by the Soviet delegate. This read: 
“Slavery and slave trade are pro- 
hibited in all their aspects, and all 
violation of this principle, whether 
it be of an overt or clandestine 
nature, must be punished accord- 
ing to the law.” 
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IT WAS OBVIOUS that the sec- 
ond part of this sentence came 
under the heading of implementa- 
tion and had no proper place in 
the declaration, since we were de- 
claring rights and not prescribing 
how they should be brought about. 
But the committee evidently felt 
that the first sentence added 
something to paragraph one and 
it was passed. Then we pro- 
ceeded to pass the whole of Article 
Four just as it stood, which of 
course makes it a good deal of 
repetition. Some of us who felt 
that as the article stood slave 
trade undoubtedly would be out- 
lawed, since if you could hold no 
one in slavery there really would 
be no profit in slave trading, and 
we were a little sad at the clumsi- 
ness of the 
stands. But such are the vagaries 
that come about sometimes in 
committee work. 

Our progress is becoming al- 
most frighteningly rapid.

for Rehabilitation Through Train- 
ing) school. 

This school is located in a 
building in the Montreuil area of 
Paris—the workmen's area. It 
formerly was an old factory, and 
there is a plaque in the entrance 
corridor that states that it is a 
gift of the International Ladies 
Garment Workers Union through 
their president, David Dubinsky. 
whose picture hangs in the 
school’s canteen. 

This is really a technical school, 
but, as they also have enrolled 
youngsters in their teens, aca- 
demic courses are given to young- 
sters as well as adults. The adults 
take courses lasting six to nine 
months, while the youngsters are 
enrolled for three years. The men 
are prepared as skilled mechanics, 
taught to know machines of vari- 
ous kinds, including motors, ra- 
dios and typewriters. 

In the dressmaking course there 
are both boys and girls—the boys 
learning to be tailors and the girls 
learning all the phases of dress- 
making, lingerie making and mil- 
linery. Those who show an apti- 
tude for designing are given spe- 
cial instruction along that line. 
Some expert workmen have re- 
turned to take courses in furni- 
ture and fabric designing. 
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MANY OF THE STUDENTS in 
the adult classes are refugees. 
For instance, I was introduced to 
a woman who was working in the 
dressmaking course who had been 
a doctor in the Russian army dur- 
ing the siege of Stalingrad. She 
is a Pole, and has finally found 
ae way to Paris to start a new 

é. 

I have been through a great 
many training shops in the Na- 
tional Youth Administration and 
in schools in the United States, 
but it looks to me as though they 
have as good equipment and as 
excellent teachers here as one

with a Bible and a missionary’s 
commission. 


DeShager, chunky in stature but — 
gaunt of face, will sail for Tokyo 
Nov. 5 as a minister of the Free 
Methodist Church. The mission 
will fulfill an ambition DeShazer 
has nurtured ever since he knelt 
in a Japanese prison camp beside 
his dying and emaciated superior 
officer, Lt. Bob Meder. 

“At first,” recalls DeShazer, 
“my bitterness against the Jap- 
anese seemed more than I could 
bear. But brooding over poor 
Bob’s death developed my inter- 
est in religion and an afterlife—- 
in the basic realities of our own 
existence.” 

The former bombardier finally 
decided that war could not be the 
ultimate answer to conflicts be- 
tween nations. ‘I know now,” he 
observes, “that love and not hate 
is the road to peace among men. 
That is why religion is so impor- 
tant in the lives of men, because 
it teaches love.” 

DeShazer, born in the hamlet of 
Madras, high on Oregon’s sage- 
brash ,Plains, was the bombardier 
of the last B-25 to take off from 
the aircraft carrier Hornet on 
Gen. Doolittle’s historic Tokyo 
raid April 18, 1942. He is par- 
ticularly grateful that the Free 
Methodist Mission Board has 
agreed to send him with Bible and 
hymnal to the land over which he 
once pulled a lever that released 
high explosives. 

DeShazer was in a Japanese 
prison camp for 40 months. Much 
of this time he languished in soli- 
tary confinement. In a cell 8xli 
feet in dimensions, with a slit 
for a window, the American ser- 
geant resolved that some day he 
would return to his captors with 
a message of love and peace. 

DeShazer came back to Oregon 
in September of 1945, after his 
release by rescuing U. S. troops. 
He had in his bank account $5600 
in accumulated Army pay, plus 
$2650 as his share of radio inter- 
views and special syndicated news- 
paper articles about the Doolittle 
exploit. He would use these savings 
to obtain a religious education. 

The onetime bombardier now 
has a wife whose own personal 
interest in religion has intensified 
his resolve to be a missionary. 
DeShazer married a pretty bru- 
nette, Florence Matheny of Todd- 
ville, Ia.. in the Free Methodist 
Church of Gresham two years: 
ago. Gresham is a picturesque 
truck-gardening community 14 
miles east of Portland in Oregon's 
Mount Hood region. 
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RS. DeSHAZER, now 2, 
MH stvaiea with her husband at 

Seattle Pacific College, an 
educational institution of the Free 
Methodist Church. They now have 
a son, Paul Edward DeShazer, 
owe year old, who will go with 
them when they sail for Japan. 

DeShazer’s preoccupation with 
religion is all-engrossing. He was 
a zealous, intense student in his 
classes in Seattle. He recently at- 
tended the 25th anniversary com- 
memmoration of the Bible Medita- 
tion League in Columbus, O. He 
speaks frequently in churches. Al- 
though not a fluent speaker, his 
obvious conviction and fervor 
make an impression on listeners. 
He is not the evangelistic type and 
addresses the pews in fairly mod- 
erate tones. 

Of his. 40 months spent in a 
Japanese prison camp, 3% were 
in the dark loneliness of solitary 
confinement. The effect of this. 
ordeal frequently shows itself on 
DeShazer. He expresses 
over his previous lack of concern 
with religion, pointing out that 
he “wasn’t even saved” before he 
entered military service. 

“T got to wondering in prison 
camp,” he explains, “about where 
I was going to end up, where I 
was going to spend eternity.” 

At first the Japanese permitted 
the Doolittle prisoners no reading 
matter, Finally they gave De- 
Shazer the Bible for which he 
had asked repeatedly. “I read it 
clear through,” he declares. “I 
found proof that it is God's word. 
I asked Him to forgive me my 
sins, and He witnessed me there 
in prison.” 

The ex-staff sergeant likes to 
quote a passage which he came 
across in his prison camp Bible, 
from Romans 10,9: “If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised Him 
from the dead, thou shalt be

Pass Pass 
South made three overtricks, 
simply by discarding a heart on 
the club ace and then taking the 
diamond finesse. 


' At the start of the ensuing ar- 
gument, North freely admitted 
that he was very sorry he had de- 
cided to open his hand with three 
clubs—or at all, for that matter— 
but that (he said hotly) still didn’t 
excuse South for making such a 
“sissy bid” over East's three 
hearts! “Couldn’t you have made 
a four-heart cue bid?” he de- 
manded., 

“No!” South said emphatically. 
“I certainly couldn't. For all I 
could tell, I wouldn’t be able to 
use your hand, and I might lose a 
spade, a heart and at least one 
diamond.” 


And there, summed up by South, 
is the essence of the “do-not- jeop- 
ardize” school of thought. What 
South said was true—a cue bid of 
four hearts, to be followed by 
North’s probable five clubs and 
South’s five spades, would jeopard- 
ize the game at spades, but in this 
reviewer’s opinion, that sort of 
jeopardizing was absolutely in or- 
der, and vital to the logical inves- 
, tigation of slam possibilities.
